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1.  In  the  Preface  to  the  second  Volume  of  the  Archives  of  the  London-Dutch  Church,  published 
at  Cambridge  in  1889,  it  was  pointed  out  that — just  before  the  issue  of  that  Volume,  which 
was  intended  to  conclude  the  work  which  the  Consistory  of  the  said  Church,  complying  with 
a  generally  expressed  wish,  had  resolved  to  publish — there  had  come  to  light  another  large 
collection  of  manuscript  documents,  which,  for  many  years  past,  had  been  hidden  away  in  old 
boxes  in  the  Church. 

2.  These  newly  discovered  documents  consist  of:  (1)  several  thousands  of  Bills,  Receipts, 
Accounts,  &c.,  dating  from  1566  down  to  the  present  day.  These  have  now  all  been  arranged 
chronologically,  and  bouml   in   nineteen   folio   volumes,  and  will,  at  no  very  distant  date,  be 

s_ accessible  to  all  who  may  wish  to  consult  them.  They  cannot  fail  to  be  of  great  interest,  not 
only  to  stuilenis  of  the  history  of  the  London-Dutch  Protestant  Congregation  in  particular, 
but  to  those  who  study  documents  of  this  kind  in  general.  (2)  Several  hundreds  of  Letters 
and  other  Historical  Documents,  all  connected  not  only  with  the  London-Dutch  Church,  but  all 
the  other  Foreign  Refugee  Communities  (Dutch,  French,  Walloon,  Italian,  &c.),  that  are  now, 
^  or  have  been  at  any  time  since  the  Reformation,  established  in  this  Kingdom.  These  documents 
L  will,  before  long,  be  publishe<l  in  a  third  Volume  of  the  Archives  of  the  London-Dutch  Clnirch, 
the  first  and  second  of  which  were  published  at  Cambridge  in  1887  and  1889.  (3)  Three 
thousand  and  three  hundred  Attestations  or  Certificates  of  Membership  of  the  London-Dutch 
Church,  including  some  Certificates  of  Marriages,  Betrothals,  &c.,  dating  from  1568  to  1872. 

3.  This  last  Collection  of  Certificates  is  now  published,  and  a  few  woi'ds  will  suffice  to  ex- 
plain its  nature  and  the  work  of  the  Editor. 

The  publication  of  this  Volume  was  decided  upon  for  various  reasons.  First,  on  account  of 
the  great  importance  which  these  Certificates  have  not  only  for  the  History  of  the  London-Dutch 
Church  (which  has  acted  such  an  important  part  in  relation  to  the  Reformation  in  general,  and 
the  Refugee  settlements  in  this  kingdom  and  elsewhere  in  particular),  but  a  great  many  English 
Churches  besides  the  Dutch,  French,  Walloon,  German  and  other  Protestant  Communities  that 
have  been,  or  still  are  cstalilished  in  this  Country  and  elsewhere'.  Seconilly,  after  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Huguenot  Society  in  this  Country,  and  the  Commission  de  I'Histoire  des  EfjUses 
Wallonnes  de  Hollande  in  Holland,  which,  by  their  publications,  are  doing  so  much  for  the  His- 
toiy  of  the  Protestant  Refugees,  and  the  publication  of  The  Marriage,  Baptismal  and  Burial 
Registers  of  the  Dutch  Church,  Austin  Frliirs,  by  W.  J.  C.  Moens,  F.S.A.  (1884),  the  issue  of 
the  present  work  has  almost  become  a  matter  of  necessity,  as  it  may  aptly  be  described  as  a 

'  It  i.s  impossililc  to  point  out  here  all  tlie  particulars  contained  in  the  Certificates,  of  which  we  find  no  record  else- 
where. One  will  suffice  :  the  very  first  CJcrtificate  indicates  that  tliere  must  have  been  a  Coni^-cgation  of  Dutch  or 
Flemish  Protestants  at  Coventry,  who  had  elected  a  Minister.  There  is,  as  far  as  I  know,  no  record  of  this  Congrega- 
tion anywiiere  else. 
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companion  Volume  to  their  publications,  and  to  the  two  Volumes  of  historical  Letters,  published 
by  the  Consistory  of  the  London-Dutch  Church  in  1887  and  1889. 

4  It  was  considered  unnecessary  to  make  the  work  more  than  a  mere  Index  of  the  Names  of 
all  persons  and  places  mentioned  in  the  Certificates,  as  the  formulae  of  these  Documents  are 
nearly  all  alike.     It  will  be  seen  that,  after  N°  21,  this  plan  has  been  strictly  carried  out. 

5.  When  I  began  the  work  of  extracting  the  names,  I  was  aware  that  the  most  difficult  part 
of  editing  MS.  documents  is  the  deciphering  of  names,  and  that,  as  a  rule,  signatures  are  more 
troublesome  than  any  other  editorial  work.  It  is  certainly  singular  that  just  in  signing  one's 
name,  or  in  writing  names  of  persons  or  of  places,  when  there  is  no  context  to  guide  the  reader 
as  to  what  is  written,  writers  are  apt  to  be  so  careless,  or  so  hasty,  or  so  thoughtless,  as  to  make 
their  signatures  or  the  names  of  persons  and  places  in  a  great  many  cases  almost  illegible. 

But,  though  I  was  aware  of  these  difficulties,  I  hardly  anticipated  that  my  task  in  extracting 
the  names  occurring  in  the  Certificates,  would  be  so  laborious  and  difficult  as  it  ultimately  proved 
tube.  It  was  indeed  oi-iginally  resolved  simply  to  print  the  names  as  they  could  be  deciphered, 
and  not  to  trouble  ourselves,  for  instance,  about  the  full  Christian  names  of  Ministers  who  signed 
themselves  as  A.,  or  J.,  or  C.  so  and  so,  leaving  it  to  the  Historian  or  Genealogist  who  should  use 
the  book,  to  solve  these  and  other  points.  But  I  soon  realized  that  such  a  plan  could  not  be 
carried  out  at  all.  There  was,  for  instance,  no  use  in  printing  conjectural  readings  of  enigmati- 
cally written  initials,  if  means  could  be  found  to  ascertain  the  correct  names.  From  the  docu- 
ments themselves  it  was,  in  a  good  many  cases,  impossible  to  decide  what  they  were.  Some- 
times one  or  more  initials  are  combined,  in  a  monogram,  with  the  first  letter  of  the  Surname,  and, 
therefore,  not  only  themselves  undecipherable,  but  making  the  initial  of  the  Surname  uncertain 
too.  Sometimes  the  writer  thought  it  necessary  to  surround  his  initial  or  initials  with  so  many 
curls  and  flourishes,  that  a  deciphering  is  hopeless,  unless  one  knows  what  there  is.  If,  therefore, 
the  book  was  to  be  to  some  extent  trustworthy,  researches  had  to  be  made  in  hundreds  of  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  names  of  persons  to  whom  the  Certificates  were  issued,  these  researches 
were  now  and  then  assisted  by  some  old  Registers  of  Members  which  are  still  preserved  in  the 
Austin  Friars  Church,  it  having  been  obligatory  in  former  times,  by  orders  of  the  Government, 
to  keep  Registers  of  the  Members.  But  those  that  are  now  in  existence,  are  themselves 
transcripts  fi-om  earlier  Registers,  and  though  they  proved  to  be  of  great  value  to  me  in  many 
cases,  I  found  that  they  could  not  always  be  trusted,  see  for  instance  N"  1186,  where  the  Register 
has  Geloyn  Porsele,  whereas  the  Certificate  has  distinctly  Poiiselee.  And  N"  1188,  where  the 
Register  has  Amare?rs,  whereas  the  Certificate  has  distinctly  Amereus,  the  u  being  plainly 
marked  as  such.  As  regards  the  Ministers  who  signed  the  Certificates,  where  their  names  could 
not  be  found  in  Biographical  Dictionaries,  my  researches  were,  as  far  as  the  Butch  Ministers 
are  concerned,  greatly  helped  by  the  Lists  published  of  them,  of  which  there  are  a  good  many,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  List  of  Boolcs  consulted  by  me  printed  below.  In  this  i-espect,  however, 
I  was  especially  fortunate  in  finding  in  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Gronemeijer,  Minister  of  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Amsterdam,  a  man  who,  throughout  the  whole  work,  was  ever  ready  to 
hunt  up  names  of  which  I  was  uncertain.  By  his  researches  and  exertions  it  was  possible  to 
ascertain,  and  print  in  full,  the  Christian  names  of  more  than  two  hundred  Ministers,  besides 
several  Surnames. 
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6.  For  French  names  Haag,  La  France  Protestante  could  be  consulted,  and  where  this  did  not 
help  me,  I  applied  to  Baron  F.  De  Schickler,  the  well  known  author  of  Les  Eglises  du  Refuge 
(in  V Encyclopedie  des  Sciences  religieuses),  Paris  1882,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  M.  N.  Weiss 
(Librarian  of  the  SocidUde  I'Histoire  du  Protestantisme  Frangais,  Paris),  M.  S.  E.  G.  Beaujour 
(Notairc  honoraire,  at  Caen),  and  some  MS.  Lists  of  French  Ministers  belonging  to  the  Society, 
cleared  up  my  diiEculties. 

7.  With  the  German  portion  of  the  work  I  was  less  fortunate.  Jocher's  Gelehiien-Lexiron 
afforded  me  a  few  names.  Some  friends  in  Germany,  whom  I  ventured  to  trouble  with  my 
queries,  did  what  they  could  to  help  me,  and  actually  removed  a  few  of  my  difficulties ;  but 
from  two  or  three  othei-s  I  received  no  answers  to  my  enquiries,  probably  because  they  were 
unable  to  help  me.  And  from  the  information  which  I  received  it  would  appear,  that  of  the 
German  Protestant  Ministers  there  are  no  Lists  in  existence  similar  to  those  published  in 
Holland.  Those  works  which  were  pointed  out  to  me  could  render  me  no  service,  and  I  am, 
thei-efore,  afraid  that,  here  and  there,  I  may  have  misread  a  German  name  or  Initial,  without 
having  been  able  to  ascertain  the  true  reading.  With  respect  to  the  names  of  Elders,  Deacons, 
&c.,  researches  were  made  in  half  a  dozen  cases,  and  these  succeeded  in  one  case,  but  failed  in  tlie 
others.  They  all,  however,  proved  to  be  so  laborious,  that  I  may  practically  say  that  in  this 
respect  I  had  no  means  to  clear  up  any  doubts. 

8.  Besides  the  above  named  Gentlemen,  my  best  thanks  for  help  arc  also  due  to  D'  J.  Zupitza, 
Prof,  of  Anglo-Saxon  at  Berlin  ;  C  Ernst  Kelchner,  of  Frankfui-t  on  the  Main  ;  D''  Hei nr. 
Bidtlaiupt,  Librarian  of  Bremen ;  Max  Rooses,  Keeper  of  the  Plantin-Moretus  Museum  at 
Antwerp ;  J.  F.  Van  Someren,  Librarian  of  the  University  of  Utrecht ;  George  R.  Howell, 
Librarian  of  the  New  York  State  Library,  Albany;  Prof.  H.  G.  Kleyn,  of  the  University  of 
Utrecht;  Martinus  Nylioff,  the  Hague;  \V.  J.  C.  Moens,  Tweed,  Lymington;  D'  X^orman 
Moore,  Warden  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London  ;  H.  de  Jager,  Minister  of  tlie  Reformed 
Church,  Brielle;  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Adama  Van  Scfteltema,  Minister  of  the  London-Dutch  Church. 

9.  In  order  to  shorten  the  work  as  much  as  possible,  various  abbreviations  have  been  emploj'ed, 
beginning  with  N"  2  (Ms.  for  Manuscript),  and  becoming  more  uumcrou.s  at  Xo.  10.  They

10.  The  work  has  been  curtailed  throughout,  by  the  very  plan  that  has  been  followed  of  merely 
extracting  the  names  from  the  Certificates,  which  could  be  done  the  more  readily  as  their  contents 
are,  as  has  already  been  said  above,  nearly  all  alike.     Particulars,  however,  which  were  worth  re-

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cording  have,  in  all  cases,  been  retained.  And  in  order  to  show,  to  some  extent,  the  wording  of  the 
Certificates,  the  N""  1  to  20  have  been  printed  nearly  in  full,  and  are,  therefore,  more  or  less 
accurate  translations  of  the  Dutch,  Latin,  or  French  originals,  while  N"  6  gives  an  English 
Certificate  in  full.  But,  beginning  with  N°  21,  nothing  that  could  possibly  be  omitted,  has 
been  printed.  In  order  to  separate,  or  clearly  indicate,  the  several  parts  of  the  Certificates, 
short  rules  have  been  employed,  and  each  independent  portion  is,  moreover,  marked  by  a  letter 
in  Clarendon  type  :  b,  C,  d,  e  or  f  The  fii-st  clause  (a,  which  it  was  not  necessary  to  express 
anywhere)  always  indicates,  either  the  testifying  Minister  and  Elders,  without  names  (if  the  sig- 
nature is  given  under  letter  e),  or  the  name  of  the  Minister  or  other  person  who  testifies,  fre- 
quently accompanied  by  the  name  of  the  place  where  he  is  established.  Clause  h  gives  the 
name  or  names  of  the  person,  or  persons,  in  whose  behalf  the  Certificate  is  issued.  Clause  C 
(if  it  occurs,  as  in  N"  22)  indicates  the  Church  or  Community  to  whom  the  bearer  of  the  Cer- 
tificate is  recommended.  Clause  d  indicates  the  date,  and  place,  or  Consistory,  when  and  where 
the  Certificate  is  issued.  Clause  e  gives  the  name  of  the  Minister  or  other  person  who  signs 
the  Certificate  (this  clause  is  omitted  if  the  name  is  already  contained  in  clause  a).  Finally 
Clause  f  indicates  (1)  whether  the  Document  is  written  (Ms.)  or  Printed  (Pr.)  ;  (2)  in  what 
language  it  is  written  (Dutch,  D. ;  Latin,  Lat. ;  English,  Engl. ;  French,  Fr. ;  German,  Germ.  ; 
&c.  &c.) ;  (3)  whether  the  seal  of  the  Church  is  stamped  or  printed  on  the  document,  or  whether 
there  is  no  seal  at  all.  So  that,  for  instance,  N°  21  is  to  be  read  as  follows  :  "The  Minister  and 
Elders  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Christ,  assembled  in  the  village  of  Altena  near  Hamborch, 
testify  that  Hieronjonus  Vander  Elst,  and  his  wife,  is  a  member  of  the  Community,  who  has 
conducted  himself  there  honestly  and  like  a  Christian,  and  is  as  far  as  they  know  sound  in 
doctrine.  Actum  (or  dated)  at  Altena  near  Hamborch,  3  September  1605.  Signed :  Joannes 
Arcerius,  fil..  Minister  of  the  Divine  Word;  Hans  Berwyns,  Elder;  Jan  Baron,  Elder.  Manu- 
script, Dutch.  No  Seal".  While  N°  22  is  to  be  read  as  follows  :  "Jonas  Proost,  in  the  name  of 
the  Synedrium  of  Colchester,  testifies  that  Laurens  de  Bock  and  Janneken  his  wife,  are 
Members  of  their  Community,  and  as  far  as  they  know,  sound  in  doctrine,  and  honest  in  life 
and  cmiduct.  Wherefore  they  request  the  Brethren  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Netherlandish 
Community  of  London,  to  acknowledge  and  accept  them  as  such.  Actum  4  September  1605. 
Manuscript,  Dutch.  Blank  Seal." 

11.  The  peculiar  expressions  and  phrases  of  the  Certificates,  as  well  as  the  peculiar  titles,  by 
wliich  the  Ministers  and  other  authorities  described  their  office,  have  been  retained  as  much  as 
possible.  For  instance.  Minister  (M.)  or  Ministers  (M^)  is  the  English  word  employed  to  render 
the  Dutch  Dienuar  or  the  German  JDiener  ;  while  Preacher  (P.)  or  Preachers  (Pr^)  renders  the 
Dutch  Predikant  or  Predikanten,  a  title  given  in  general  to  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Church 
in  Holland.  A  good  many  Ministei-s  called  themselves  Ecclcsiastes  (see  N"  .59  &c.) ;  Conciona- 
tor(ii"  63);  Adm  inister  (N°  214).  French  or  Walloon  Ministers  called  themselves  "Conducteurs" 
(N"116)  ;  while  the  Consistory  or  Church-Council  is  often  called  Synedrium.  Such  desig- 
nations have  not  been  translated ;  nor  such  phrases  as  :  "Administer  Ecclesiaj  Ultrajectin^ 
et  Prajfecti  sive  ajdiles  templi  S.  Gecrtrudis"  (N"  62). 

12.  Up  to,  and  including  N"  693,  the  Certificates  are,  without  an  exception,  in  manuscript. 
N"  694,  emanating  from  the  Consistory  of  Haarlem,  in  the  Province  of  North-Holland,  is  the 
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Qrst  jji'inted  one;  N"  703,  issued  by  the  Consistory  of  Ambtei-Ja.m,  is  the  second.  After  these 
two  the  printed  Certificates  gradually  supersede  the  manuscript,  though  the  latter  never  entirely 
disappear  (see  for  instance  N°^  3045,  3046). 

13.  On  N"  694,  which  is  the  first  printed  Certificate,  appears  also  the  first  printed  Seal, 
though  we  find,  from  the  very  beginning,  blank  hnpressions  of  the  Consistorial  or  Church-seal, 
stamped  on  the  Certificates  themselves,  or  on  separate  (usually)  square  pieces  of  paper  fixed,  by 
wax  or  a  wafer,  or  .some  other  dough-like  substance,  on  the  Certificates.  It  has,  in  every  case, 
been  pointed  out  when  there  is  no  seal  at  all,  or  when  the  seals  are  printed,  or  in  blank  impres- 
sions ;  blank  seal  (as  in  X"  22,  etc.)  stands,  for  brevity's  sake,  for  blank  imjrression  of  the  Seal. 

14.  After  the  3052  Attestations  or  Certificates  of  Membership,  follow  167  Records  of  Admis- 
sions or  Confessions  of  guilt,  which  seem  to  have  been  written  down  to  enable  the  Minister  of 
the  day  to  read  these  statements  from  the  pulpit  to  the  Congregation,  in  the  presence  of  the 
sinner.  In  most  cases  these  documents  state  that  the  culprit  is  repentant,  and  asks  the  forgive- 
ness of  God  and  His  Community  ;  a  few  record  that  the  sinner  had  hardened  his  heart,  and 
that  the  Community  were  requested  to  do  what  was  in  their  power  to  make  him  repent  of  his 
sins.  These  Confessions  range  from  1568  to  1660,  after  which  no  further  documents  of  this 
kind  seem  to  have  been  written  down,  probably  not  because  the  Members  of  the  London-Dutch 
Congregation  had,  by  that  time,  ceased  to  do  evil,  and  learned  to  do  well,  but  probably  because 
some  other  kind  of  discipline  or  some  different  proceedings  in  cases  of  this  kind  had  been 
adopted. 

15.  After  N°  3219  follow  81  Certificates  of  Marriages,  Betrothals,  Publications  of  Banns,  Bap- 
tisms (in  various  Communities),  Burials  in  Sheeps-wool,  Payments  of  tlie  King's  Tax  on 
Marriages,  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship,  &c.,  &c. 

16.  The  notes  on  pp.  239  and  240  contain  a  few  out  of  the  way  particulars  about  certain 
persons,  or  places,  wiiich  I  found  in  tlie  course  of  my  own  reseaches,  or  were  supplied  to  me  by 
kind  correspondents. 

17.  The  whole  work  has  been  arranged,  in  the  first  instance,  in  a  Chnmolorjical  order,  as  tlie 
onlj-  method  which  enables  the  Historian  or  Genealogist  to  find  what  he  is  looking  for  in 
the  midst  of  its  contemporary  surroundings.  But  four  alpliabetical  Indexes  will  serve  as  guides, 
not  only  to  the  hurried  enquirer,  who  is  merely  concerned  about  certain  particulars,  but  to  the 
canful  student,  who  wants  to  have,  in  a  combined  and  systematic  form,  all  that  the  work  con- 
tains about  the  Churches,  Places,  and  Persons  mentioned  in  the  Certificates.     The  first  Index 

ives  the  Churches  or  Communities  which  issued  the  Certificates,  arranged  according  to 
Ndlionalities  and  Denominations.  The  second  is  an  Index  of  Places  where  the  Churches  or 
Communities,  which  issued  the  Certificates,  were  established  ;  the  third  of  Ministers,  Elders, 
Deacons,  Churchwardens,  &c.,  &c.,  who  issued  or  signed  the  Certificates  ;  while  the  fourth  or 
last  gives  the  Persons  in  whose  behalf  the  Certificates  were  is.sued. 

l!S.  I  have  not  yet  investigated  the  histoiy  of  the  settlements  of  Protestant  Refugees  in 
'oreign  parts  sufficiently,  to  be  able  to  say  anything  definite  on  such  Communities  as  those  of 
AUona,  Hainburg,  Franckenthal,  Franckfurt  on  the  Main,  kc.  That  there  was  a  Community 
Df  Dutch  or  Netherland  Protestants  at  AUona  is  plain  from  the  Certificates  N<"  21,  32a,  79,  209. 
Sfet,  commencing  with  N"  646,  the  Certificates,  issued  by  the  Consistory  of  this  Dutcli  Coin- 
nuiiity,  are  dated  from  Ihrinburg.     The  answer  which  I  received  to  my  request  for  infor- 
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mation  from  D'  Eyssenhardt,  the  Librarian  of  Hamburg,  was  to  the  effect  that  there  is  no 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  Hamburg,  and  that  the  German  and  French  Reformed  Hamburg 
Churches  have  no  connection  with  the  Altona  Reformed  Church.  This,  of  course,  refers  to  the 
situation  of  the  present  day.  But  what  the  condition  of  affairs  was  in  the  17th  Century,  or 
even  earlier,  I  cannot  say.  All  that  I  can  say  at  present  is,  that  some  time  ago  I  learned  that 
there  are  still  at  Hamburg  certain  funds  belonging  to  the  Dutch  Community  in  that  town. 
There  exists  a  large  folio  volume  on  the  Dutch  Community  at  Franckfurt  (Franckenthal), 
entitled:  Franckfurtische  Relujions-Handhmrjcn,  published  at  Franckfurt  in  1735.  But 
though  the  work  is  very  ponderous,  it  does  not  bring  us  down  far  enough  to  clear  up  difficulties 
with^respect  to  the  exact  or  relative  position  of  the  Dutch,  German,  and  French  Churches  in 
that  town  during  the  period  bridged  over  by  the  Certificates  in  this  collection.  Inquiries  on 
the  spot  would,  perhaps,  afford  authentic  information  on  all  these  points.  But  these  T  am  not 
prepared  to  make  just  now,  in  view  of  the  many  documents  which  I  still  have  to  publish  for 
the  London-Dutcli  Church. 

19.  With  regard  to  the  Bates,  I  have  endeavoured  to  indicate,  in  every  instance,  the  Day  of 
the  week  on  which  the  Certificates  were  issued,  with  such  information,  after  X°  5,  as  will  enable 
anyone  to  see  the  true  date  of  the  document  according  to  Old  and  New  Style.  This  was,  by 
no  means,  an  easy  task.  For  instance,  the  Foreign  Communities  established  in  this  Kingdom, 
seem,  after  the  introduction  of  the  Gregorian  Kalendar  in  1.582,  to  have  dated  their  Letters 
and  other  documents  in  conformity  with  English  custom,  that  is  to  say  according  to  ( )ld  Style; 
but  only  so  far  as  regards  the  ten  days  obliterated  by  the  Gregorian  Kalendar  on  the  5tli  (15th) 
of  October  1582.  With  respect  to  the  commencement  of  the  year,  however,  they  sometimes 
dated  according  to  the  cnstoiii  o'!  their  native  country,  sometimes  according  to  English  custom. 
An  instance  of  these  diflerences  may  be  seen  in  N"  13a  and  13b,  where  the  ilinister  of  the  Dutch 
Church  dates  exclusively  according  to  English  custom,  with  respect  not  only  to  the  day  of  the 
month,  but  the  commencement  of  the  year,  whereas  the  Minister  of  the  French  Church  gives  the 
day  of  the  month  according  to  Old  Style,  but  the  year  according  to  the  reckoning  of  his  native 
country.  In  neither  document  is  the  style  indicated  ;  but  that  the  J\linister  of  the  Dutch  Church 
wnjte  in  1604  (according  to  Continental  reckoning),  and  not  1603,  is  apparent  from  the  testi- 
mony of  the  French  Mmister  written  under  his  own,  which  distinctly  gives  the  year  1604. 
And  that  the  French  Minister  v,rrote  in  1604  and  not  1605,  and  yet  used  the  Old  Style  with 
regard  to  the  day  of  the  month,  is  clear  from  his  speaking  of  Sunday  the  26th  February,  which 
day  happened  to  be  a  Sunday  in  1604  and  not  in  1605. 

It  is  not  very  often  that  the  day  of  the  week  is  mentioned  by  name  in  the  Certificates.  I 
have,  therefore,  in  all  cases  assumed  that  those  wliich  were  issued  in  England,  were  dated 
according  to  the  reckoning  followed  in  this  country.  Consequently,  all  Certificates  issued  in 
tliis  Country  before  25  March  in  any  year,  have  been  placed  a  year  later  than  that  mentioned  in 
them.  See  for  instance  N"^  SS-CO,  which  all  bear  the  year  1605,  but  are  placed  under  1606 
according  to  New  Stj^Ie.  It  is  clear,  however,  from  the  Certificate  to  which  I  referred  above 
(J  3b),  that  this  may  be  wrong  in  some  instances. 

20.  One  or  two  other  points  must  be  mentioned  in  respect  to  Old  and  New  Stjde.  Books 
on  Chronologj'  state  that  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Germany  adopted  the  Gregorian  Kalendar  in 
1583,    the    Protestants    in  1700.     But  there  are  examples  that  even  some  of  the  latter  had 
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adopted  the  new  Kalendir  long  before  1700.  All  German  Certificates,  therefore,  have  been 
assumed  to  be  dated  according  to  Old  Style,  and  their  dates  reduced  to  New  Style,  except  a  few, 
where  it  was  clear,  or  might  be  inferred,  that  the  New  Style  was  meant.  Again,  we  read  in 
John  J.  Bond's  Handy-Book  of  Rules  and  Tables,  p.  24,  that  [the  Province  of]  Holland  adopted 
the  Gregorian  Kalendar  in  1700,  whereas  it  had  adopted  it  already  in  1582,  as  is  correctly 
stated  by  Grotefend,  Histor.  Ghronologie,  p.  50,  and  Sir  Harris  Nicolas,  Chronology  of  History, 
p.  32.  Bond  also  states  that  the  Province  of  Zealand  adopted  the  Gregorian  Kalendar  in  1700, 
but  it  appears  to  have  done  so  in  1582,  and  this  Province  is  not  mentioned  either  by  Grotefend 
or  Nicolas. 

Considering  these  and  other  uncertainties,  which  need  not  be  mentioned  here,  it  is  not  at  all 
impossible  that  in  some  cases  I  may  have  adopted  the  wrong  Style.  But,  as  the  date  according 
to  New  Style  has  always  been  added  in  square  brackets  to  that  mentioned  in  the  Certificate, 
wb'^never  I  considered  the  Document  to  be  dated  according  to  Old  Style,  no  one,  consulting  this 
book,  need  be  at  a  loss  reganling  the  true  date  of  the  document.  The  difficulties  connected  with 
Old  and  New  Style  are  by  no  means  insignificant,  and  the  books  mentioned  above,  to  which  others 
might  be  added,  do  not  in  any  way  solve  them.  But,  though  I  knew  that  it  would  greatly  in- 
crease my  work  and  the  trouble  connected  with  it,  I  thought  it  better  to  grapple  with  the 
difficulties,  so  as  to  establish  at  least  some  chronological  system  in  this  book,  which  professes  to 
be  arranged  Chronologically,  rather  than  be  blindly  guided  by  the  dates  of  the  Certificates 
themselves,  which  were  given  according  to  the  pei-plexing  customs  prevailing  at  the  time.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  other  works  will  deal  with  this  subject  in  a  somewhat  similar  way,  in  order 
that  the  uncertainties  with  which  we  are  now  confronted  may  be  gradually  removed. 

21.  It  will  be  observed  that  by  arranging  the  Documents  strictly  according  to  the  Dates  as  I 
considered  them  to  be,  some  of  them  appear  to  be  out  of  Chronological  arrangement.  For 
instance.  No.  20,  dated  1  August  according  to  Old  Style,  and  consequently=ll  August,  N.  S.,  is 
three  days  later  than,  and  therefore  follows  after.  No.  19,  which  is  dated  8  Auc^ust  accordino- to 
N.  S.  =  » 

22.  I  hope  that  the  almost  excessive  pains  which  I  have  taken  over  the  work,  will  have  made  it 
as  correct  as  such  a  work  am  possibly  be.  Very  few  of  those  who  consult  it  will  be  able  to 
realise  what  exertions  were  required  to  make  it  so.

Willemxen,  according  to  his  confession  before  the  Churches  of  Thetford  (Teffort)  and  Sandivich 
(Sandivyck).  It  appears,  moreover,  from  a  document  drawn  up  by  the  Notarj^  of  the  town  of 
Gampfere,  that  the  .said  Jacquelyne  had  an  illegitimate  child  in  the  year  1570,  and  that  she  said, 
in  the  presence  of  witnesses,  that  her  husband  Antkonie  was  dead.  Finally,  two  Ministers  of 
the  Flemish  [Dufch]  Church  heard  from  Jehan  le  Home,  that  the  said  Jacquelyne  had  since 
had  a  child  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Briel  in  Holland.     [In  French].

3056.  3  October.  ^Jan  (or  Hans)  Slell  (or  Stel),  bookseller,  who  a  fortnight  ago,  was 
presented  to  the  Community,  as  having  kept  his  shop  open  during  Divine  Service.  [On 
another  piece  of  paper,  signed  by  Hans  Stell  himself,  but  bearing  no  date,  his  offence  is  said  to 
have  been  committed  several  months  ago]. 

1574. 

3057.  18  April.  Jan  Batcman,  who  had  lately  caused  Pieter  de  Moor  to  be  arrested  on 
the  Exchange,  because  the  latter  had  formerly  arrested  him,  on  account  of  a  trifling  difference. 

3058.  13  June.  Anthemiis  Waleyns,  Deacon  of  this  Community,  who  had  deceived 
several  of  the  brethren  in  commercial  affairs. 

3059.  4  July.  Gwillame  Hekelaers  (Heckelaers),  who  had,  across  the  sea,  pretended  to 
be  a  Minister  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  at  Ithiciun  went  to  a  papist  Church  to  marry  a  woman, 
giving  the  people  to  understand  that  his  wife,  who  had  remained  here  in  England,  was  dead. 

'The  foUowiDg  documents  till  No.  .3219  are  all  in  Dutch,  ami  in  manuscript,  mo.stly  written  by  the  respective 
Ministers  of  the  Dutch  Church.  No.  3055,  however,  is  in  French  ;  and  Nos.  3054,  3068  are  written  by  the  parties  who 
confesseil.

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3060.  29  August Corbeels,  who,  about  five  ^Yeeks  ago,  near  London  Bridge,  mal- 
treated iinother  woman  on  account  of  a  debt  which  she  owed  her. 

3061.  29  August.  Vincent  de  Cueninck,  denounced  to  the  Community  for  his  persistent 
and  frecjuent  drunkenness,  and  recommended  to  the  care  of  everj'one  who  miglit  have  access  to 
him,  till  he  is  able  to  declare  publicly  his  repentance  before  the  Community.  [See  al.so  29  June 
1577,  N°  3107]. 

3062.  12  September.  Wouter  Schoemans,  who  several  days  ago  had  detained  a  certain 
married  woman  in  his  house  for  the  night.     [See  again  5  September  1.575]. 

3063.  [12  September].  G'lllis  \Viels,  who  had  led  an  irregular  life.  [This  Confession 
is  written  on  the  back  of  that  of  Wouter  Schoemans ;  See  the  preceding]. 

3064.  12  September'.  Jan  Stel,  bookseller,  who,  during  the  Divine  Service,  had  kept 
his  shop  open.     [Endorsed:  Hans  Stel  1]. 

3065.  28  November.  Jan  Lijeuens  (or  Lienens)  who  had  long  absented  himself  from 
the  Community,  and  become  addicted  to  the  abominable  errors  of  the  Anabaptists.  But  he 
now  repents  and  confesses  (1)  concerning  the  incarnation  of  Je.sus  Christ,  that  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God,  took  the  true  human  nature  from  the  Virgin  Mary ;  (2)  that  man  is  so  corrupt 
that  he  has  no  free  will  at  all  to  will  or  to  think  in  things  which  concern  God ;  (3)  that,  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  God  declared  in  His  Word,  young  children  should  be  baptized  ;  (4) 
that  a  Christian  may  discharge  the  office  of  magistrate  with  a  good  conscience. 

3066.  28  November.  Two  brothers,  Valentyn  and  Jan  Vander  Voort,  who  had  been 
mentioned  to  the  Consistory  as  having  absented  themselves  from  Church  Service  for  a  long 
time,  and  apparently  gone  over  to  the  Anabaptists,  which,  on  examination,  proved  to  be  true, 
as  they  believe  that  the  Incarnation  of  Christ  was  originally  not  taken  from  the  Virgin 
Mary,  and  that  the  Children  of  Believers  should  not  be  baptized  in  their  minority.  The 
Consistory  having  failed  to  convince  them  of  their  errors,  the  Community  is  now  asked  to 
exhort  them,  and  to  announce  the  result  nest  Thursday.  [Again  mentioned  12  December

3067.  [1575].  Jacob  Heyn,  Eider  of  the  Dutch  Community,  who  had  endeavoured  to 
escape  from  arrest,  which  an  officer  of  the  magistracy  had  announced  to  him.     [No  date]. 

3068.  18  February  1574  [=1575,  N.S.].  Goiiert  Porten  (or  Vcrjwrten)  confesses  to  have 
given  great  offi^nce  hy  his  drunkenness.  [In  this  long  document,  which  is  entirely  written  by 
himself,  he  showed  great  repentance.  But  he  seems  to  have  relapsed,  and  to  have  remained 
incorrigible  for  a  long  time,  as  there  are  three  other  documents  about  him,  one  said  to  have 
been  read  in  the  Church  on  24  February,  another  on  26  February  ;  while  a  third  speaks  of  him 
as  having  been  preclu<]ed  from  the  Lord's  Supper  for  about  two  years  ;  but  none  of  them  state 
the  yeai'.  His  name  is  given  in  these  latter  three  papers  as  Goeijuaert  Foorteman ;  Gowardt 
Portriian ;  Gouaert  Poortman] . 

3069.  10  April.  Jenneken  Sadelaers,  who,  on  account  of  the  troubles  caused  by  Adrian 
Hamntedia.st,  absented  herself  from  the  D.  Co.,  and  in  the  meantime  took  the  Lord's  Supper  in 
other  Conununities.     [The  document  is  signed  by  Gregori  Princell,  as  witness]. 

3070.  17  April.  Jan  Pletersn,  who  had  been  denied  the  Lord's  Supper  on  account  of 
certain  law-suits,  which  have  now  come  to  an  end. 

3071.  15  May.  Mayhen  Vanden  Worlele,  who,  a  long  time  ago,  after  having  received 
tidiuLj.s  of  the  <leath  of  her  husband  (Joos  Vanden  Wortele),  who,  it  was  said  had  been  killed 
in  the  war  near  Haarlem,  had  frequently  requested  the  permission  of  the  Consistory,  to  con- 
tract another  marriage.  The  Consistory,  not  finding  the  evidence  as  to  her  husband's  death 
satisfactory,  advised  her  to  wait  for  further  inforination.  But  she,  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  Ministers  of  the  Community,  married  Gdl'is  Jacobs,  also  a  member  of  this  Community, 
.secretly,  and  outside  the  Community.     [Endorsed  :  Gillis  Jc(cobsn]. 

3072.  15  May.     Maycken  Jacobssen,  formerly  the  wife  of  Jan  Pieterssen,   who   had

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absentedherself  from  the  Community  on  caccount  of  the  late  difBculties.  [She  is  probably  iden- 
tical with  the  person  mentioned  in  the  preceding  document] . 

3073.  10  July.  Philq^s  Van  Loeaeu,  whom,  half  a  year  ago.  the  Constable  of  the  place, 
discovered  having  an  intrigue  with  a  woman,  and,  in  order  to  escape  punishment,  he  promised 
to  marry  the  said  woman,  though  he  knew  that  her  husband  was  still  alive. 

3074.  24  July  [1.575  ?].  Jan  Bonen  and  Naantgen  Marten,  the  former  having  led  a 
very  irregular  life,  and,  under  pretence  of  courtship,  had  frequently  visited  the  house  of  the 
aforesaid  Naantgen,  and  had  sometimes  stayed  there  all  night ;  had  also  been  imprisoned  on 
account  of  his  bad  language  and  tumultuous  conduct,  and  had  at  last  falsely  accused  the  said 
Naantf/en,  when  .she  refused  to  marry  him. 

3075.  5  September.  WouAer  Schoemans,  repents  of  his  crime  committed  about  a  year 
ago  ;  see  12  September  1574.

3076 ^  Magdalene  Van  Howe,  formerly  the  wife  of  Marten  Janssen,  a  Deacon  of  thi.s 

Community,  and  afterwards  of  Henrick  can  Hone,  had,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  ilinisters 
of  this  Community,  consented  to  marry  a  person  who  did  not  belong  to  any  Community,  and, 
in  si)itc  of  his  refusal,  had  remained  betrothed  to  him  for  a  long  time,  before  the  marriage 
could  take  place  in  the  English  Community. 

3077 Gheerart  Artin  (Artijs),  who,  having  some  difficulty  with  another  brother, 

asked  advice  of  the  Consistory,  but  afterwards  had  the  same  brother  arrested  in  spite  of  the 
Consistory  having  advised  hiui  to  have  the  matter  investigated  bj-  certain  men. 

3078 Gregorius  Princeel  (Gregorl  Frlncell ),  and  Catheryne,  his  wife,  who  had  kept 

away  from  the  Community  on  account  of  tlic  recent  difficulties,  but  now  wish  to  be  reconciled 
with  the  Community,  and  to  be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

3079 A  bi-other  of  the  Community,  who  about  live  weeks  ago,  had  a  (juarrel,  in 

the  Bayhalle,  with  a  fellow-brother  on  account  of  a  certain  mercantile  affiiir,  and  addressed 
several  injurious  and  bitter  words  to  him.  They  are  now  reconciled.  [No  names  given,  but 
on  tie  back  is  written  :  "  Tryon  ende  aph."]. 

3080 Jan  Van  Ghendt,  who  was  denounced  to  the  Authorities  of  this  city  for  his 

immoral  conduct  and  publicly  punished. 

3081 Janneken  Cock,  the  wife  of  Cornells  Dha^fe,  who  had  been  absent  from  her 

for  about  ten  years,  without  her  knowing  whether  he  was  alive  or  dead,  and  she  has  recently 
misconducted  herself  with  a  certain  young  man. 

3082 P'leter  Wellcns,  who  had  been  cut  off  from  the  Community,  on  account  of  his 

intemperate  and  ungodly  life,  for  which  the  magistracy  had  imprisoned  him. 

3083 I^an  de  Gracfne,  who  confesses  his  sins  against  God  and  His  Son. 

3084.     Heivdrick  Aelmand,  who,  a  j-ear  ago,  was  injured  by  a  certain  person  who 

thrust  a  liurning  torch  into  his  face,  whereupon  in  defence  he  wounded  that  person  in  the  face 
with  a  ktiife.  And,  although  they  are  now  reconciled,  yet  he  confesses  his  guilt  in  not  having 
shewn  such  Christian  patience  as  he  ought  to  have  done. 

3085 Liciwnde  Widf,  wlio  some  time  ago,  being  in  an  inn  near  Grauesande,  was 

the  cause  of  a  quarrel,  in  which  he  was  .seriously  wounded.     [Two  copies]. 

3086 Margaretd,  widow  of  the  late  Anthexmis  de  Roouen,  who,    without   the 

customary  publication  in  our  Community,  contracted  a  marriage  in  the  English  Church. 

3087 Joos  Vander  Muclen,  who  had  absented  himself  from  the  Lord's  Supper  for 

about  three  years. 

3088 Sandrynen  Srycken,\\ho,  a  few  weeks  after  her  marriage  with  a  man  who 

had  to  go  across  the  sea,  misconducted  herself  with  another  man.  [On  the  same  sheet  of  paper 
as  the  next  document]. 

3089 Franchoy.^  Gore,  who,  for  some  years  past,  has  been  addicted  to  drunken- 
ness, and,  on  that  account,  cut  off  from  the  community  at  Sandiuich.  [On  the  same  sheet  of 
paper  as  the  preceding  document],

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3090 Jacoraynhen,   the    wife    of  Henric   Levermun,  formerly  wife  of   Willem

3091.  2  January.  Jacob  Nuts,  who  had  been  denounced  to  the  Consistory  as  having 
absented  himself  for  a  long  time  from  the  Church  Service,  and  apparentl}''  gone  over  to  the 
Analiaptists,  which,  on  examination,  proved  to  be  true,  he  holding  the  same  opinion  as  they 
regarding  the  Incarnation  of  Christ,  the  baptism  of  Children  of  Believers  &c. 

3092.  10  February  1575,  Stylo  Angliae  [=10  February  1576].  Cecilia  Gornpfort,  of 
Jidich,  who,  after  having  been  married  to  Ivimanuel  Vereycke  for  about  four  months,  miscon- 
ducted herself  with  a  certain  Henricus  Beecman,  also  a  member  of  the  D.  Church,  and  finally 
abandoning  her  husband,  went  across  the  sea.  [This  document  is  a  copy  of  an  Attestation 
or  Certificate  given  by  the  Consistorj'  of  the  London-Dutch  Church  to  Emanuel  Vereycke,  as 
to  the  truth  of  the  circumstances  stated  in  it]. 

3093.  13  Februarj^  [1576  ?].  Daniel  Koppeians  {or  Coppejans),  who  had  absented  him- 
self from  Church  for  a  long  time  on  account  of  the  late  difficulties.  [See  also  16  August  1579, 
N"  3121]. 

3094.  20  March  1575  [=1576,  N.S.].  Arnoldus  Stuer,  who  left  here  about  three  years 
ago,  against  the  advice  of  the  Ministers,  and  without  taking  with  him  a  te.stimonial  froni  this 
community.  He  had,  moreover,  long  detained  a  certain  woman  by  a  pi'omise  of  marriage,  and 
finally  departed  with  another  without  having  married  her. 

3095.  15  April.  Abraham  Michiels,  a  married  man,  who  misconducted  himself  with  a 
young  woman,  and  afterwards  alleged  that  another  man  was  the  father  of  her  cliild. 

3096.  15  April.  Henricksken  Adrianssn,  of  Geertrwyenberge,  who  having  been  asked  in 
marriage  by  a  certain  .47i<dm.s  Willemssn  oi  sHertogenbossche,  who  declared  to  be  an  unmarried 
and  unengaged  man,  misconducted  herself  with  him  before  they  were  married.  She  has  now 
arrived  in  London  and  requested  to  be  married  to  the  said  AniiJnis.  But  it  having  transpired 
that  the  latter  had  a  wife  still  living,  though,  according  to  him,  she  had  separated  from  him, 
and  was  actually  living  with  other  men,  we  have  told  them  that  we  could  not  marry  them, 
until  the  said  Antonis  had  been  legally  separated  from  his  first  wife,  and  that,  in  the  meantime, 
they  should  refrain  from  living  together.  But  this  they  continued  to  do,  and  after  the  said 
Antirnishad  been  punished  by  the  London  Magistracy  on  this  account,  they  were  married  in  an 
English  Church.  Though  we  cannot  overlook  her  former  conduct,  as  we  have  now  been  credibly 
informed  that  her  husband's  former  wife  is  dead,  we  recommend  her  to  the  forgiveness  of  the 
Communitj'.

3098.  27  November  [1576  ?].  Gillis  Wiels,  who,  about  a  year  ago,  was  mentioned  to 
the  Community  as  having  given  gx-eat  offence  by  his  drunkenness  &c.,  and  as  he  has  hitherto 
given  no  indication  of  repentance,  will  be  no  longer  recognised  as  brother  till  he  has  done  so.

3099.  11  December  [1576  ?].  Cecilia  Hoemakers,  widow  of  the  late  Jaqiies  Grammey, 
who  married  several  months  ago,  in  the  English  Church,  without  knowledge  of  the  Ministers, 
and  without  the  ordinary  publication  of  the  bans.

3100 Scgher  Van  Scherburgli,,  who  had  offended  by  drunkenness,  frequent  absence 

from  Church,  etc.     (See  also  N°  3114). 

3101.  8  January  1576  [=1577,  N.S.].  Hendrick  Beecman,  who  had  led  an  immoral 
life. 

3102.  29  January  1576  [.=1577,  N.S.].     Elisabeth  Niclacs,  who  had  led  an  immoral  life. 

3103.  12  February  1576  [^1577,  N.S.].     EUsabet  Niclacs,  mentioned  again. 

3104.  19  February  1576  [^1577,  N.S.].  Heilken  Karrcmans,viho,s&\&\-i\\  months  ago, 
contracted  a  marriage  outside  this  Connnunity,  and  against  the  advice  of  its  Ministers. 

3105.  7  April.     Christian  Qairinfssen,  who  had  quari-elled  with  another  brother. 

3106.  23  June.     Jan  Duymen,  who  had  secretly  promised  to  marry  a  certain  woman, 
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without  anyone  knowing  of  it,  and  finally  did  marry  her  without  having  obtained  the  consent 
of  his  parents. 

3107.  29  June.  Vincent  de  Kueninck  (or  Cuenynck),  who  had  been  denounced  to  the 
Coniinunity  about  three  years  ago  for  drunkenness.     [See  also  29  Augu.st  1574,  N"  3061]. 

3108.  15  December.  Anna  Laimenberge,  who  married  against  the  prohibition  of  her 
parents.

3109.  13  January  1577  [=1578,  N.S].  Henrick  {Hendrick)  Sweerdtssen  {Siveertssen), 
who,  abuut  three  months  ago,  interfered  in  a  quarrel  between  two  of  our  brethren  ;  and  one  of 
them  resenting  this  interference,  struck  him  a  blow  in  the  face,  whereupon  the  said  Henrick 
drew  a  knife,  and  would  have  injured  him  had  not  the  brethren  who  were  present  and  the 
Connestabel  prevented  him. 

3110.  3  March  1577  [=1578,  N.S.].  Michiel  Motten,  wlio  had  married  against  the  wish 
and  without  the  consent  of  his  parents,  and  also  without  the  knowledge  of  this  Community. 

3111.  8  June.  Emanuel  Fcrcy/c/i'c,  from  /ioz-^j-y/.v,  married  in  this  Community,  in  Feb- 
ruary 1575[=1576],Cec(7(e  Gompfortz,  iromGctziryler.  The  latter  afterwards  committed  adul- 
tery, but  was  reconciled  to  her  husband,  and  lived  again  with  him  for  about  a  fortnight,  after 
which  she  left  her  husband,  and  this  country.  Sometime  afterwards  the  .said  Emanuel  requested 
the  Consistory  twice,  to  pronounce  him  free  from  the  said  Cecilie,  anil  to  help  him  in  contracting 
a  new  marriage,  who  replied  that  this  could  only  be  done  bj'  the  magistracy.  Whereupon  the 
said  Emunuel  marrie<l,  against  their  advice,  in  the  Court  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  Jenne  (or 
Jone)  Bernard fs,  an  Englishwoman  (born  in  London),  ami  as  they,  in  spite  of  their  having  been 
suiimioned  by  us,  refuse  to  appear  before  us,  we  mention  tiiem  to  the  Community,  that  they  may 
exhort  the  aforesaid  parties.  According  to  another  document,  dated  20  July  157.S,  the  Com- 
munitj-  was  again  informed  on  that  day  that  the  said  Emanuel  and  June  had  left  the  country 
without  giving  any  evidence  of  penitence.  On  the  same  paper  it  is  said  that  the  Con)munitj' 
of  Antwerp  had  sent  word  that  Cecilie  Gumpfordtz  conducted  herself  piously  and  was  very 
anxious  to  be  reconciled  to  Emanuel  and  again  live  with  him,  wherever  he  pleased,  except  in 
London.

Hans  ran  Kiirsveldt,  who,  several  years  ago, 
went  to  the  seat  of  war,  and  after  his  return,  led  a  verj'  disorderly  life. 

3117.  22  February  1578  [=1579,  N.S.].  May'ken,  the  w'ife  of  MichM  Motten,  whom 
she  married  in  spite  of  his  parents  being  opposed  to  their  marriage,  and  who  for  a  long  time 
not  only  refused  to  acknowledge  her  guilt,  but  slandered  the  Ministers  who  had  remonstrated 
with  her. 

3118.  11  June.  Cornelia  Vrolick,  who,  about  two  years  ago,  misconducted  himself  with 
a  sister  of  this  Connnunity,  who  was  engaged  to  be  married  to  another  man. 

3119.  14  June.  Adriaantgen  Seiiesshal,  who,  while  living  apart  from  her  husband, 
misconducted  herself. 

3120.  2  August.     Digne  Keumans  (  See  further  17  .January  1580,  N»  3138  ). 

3121.  16  August.  Daniel  Koimen  ianfisn,  drunkenness.  [See  also  13  Februarj'  1576

3122.  11  January  1579  [=1580,  N.S.].  Frantzois  Cordier,  who  quarrelled  with  a  sister 
of  this  Community  on  the  Exchange,  and  had  her  husband  arrested  without  any  previous 
warning. 

3123.  11  January  1579  [=1580,  N.S.].  Hans  Visser,  on  account  of  drunkenness.  [See 
26  October  1594,  N°  3189]. 

Marie  Janssens,  who  had  miscomlucted  her- 
self with  a  man  before  she  was  married  to  him,  and  finally  married  him  outside  the 
Community.

Pieter  Persoons,  a  widower,  accused  by  his 
maid-servant  of  having  misconducted  himself  with  her,  and  who  finally  married  another  woman 
outside  the  Dutch  Church. 

3128.  8  March  1579  [=1580,  N.S.].     Heylken  Kermans.  drunkenness. 

3129.  15  March  1579  [=1580,  N.S.].  [Written  on  the  back  of  the  preceding  document]. 
William  Maass,  who  had  allowed  his  step-daughter  [called  Steiienijntgen  Meeth,  on  another 
piece  of  paper]  to  marry  a  young  man,  against  the  consent  of  his  father. 

3130.  10  April.  Willem  Wijchartz  and  Adolph  Tollsehrijver,  who  had  led  an  irregular 
life  and  neglected  the  Church  Service. 

3131.  23  April.  Jakemijne  Wiechartz,  the  wife  of  Willem  Wiechurtz,  who  had  led  an 
irregular  life  with  her  husband.

(Oude  Mannenhuis),  or  Hospital  of  St.  John,  was  fitted  up 
for  the  purpose.  The  name  of  the  first  Minister  is  found 
in  a  note  of  1591,  occurring  in  the  "Hodtbocck"  commenced 
in  I ."177,  in  which  it  is  said  that  Mr.  Michiel  Saroys, 
English  Preacher,  bought  a  house.  In  l(i(»3  the  Briel 
Magistracy  allowed  him  to  act  as  Medicinae  Doctor,  by  a 
Resolution  dated  25  Oct.,  in  which  it  is  stated  :  "  Up 
huijdcn  soe  hebben  mijne  heeren  burgemeesters  ende 
regierders  der  stede  van  den  Brielle  gheaccordeert  emle 
geconscnteert  ....  Mr.  Michiel  Seroeyen,  eijngelsch 
predicant,  de  burgerije,  soe  binnen  deser  stede  als  dacr 
buijten,  als  doctor  te  dienen  ende  de  medicamenten  te 
bereijden  voor  den  genen,  daervan  hy  sal  werden  versocht, 
sonder  dat  yemant  vermoegen  zal  liem  daerinne  eenigc 
verhinderinge  ofte  belet  te  doen."  In  a  Resolution  of  the 
Municipality  dated  24  November  1606  it  is  stated  :  "Uyt 
versouck  van  Mr.  Michiel  Seroeijen,  predicant  van  de 
Engelsche  garnisoenen,  ende  de  rccommandatie,  gcdaen  by 
Sr.  Edwaert  Conway,  Lieutenant  (iouverncur,  van  den 
persoon  van  den  voorszeiden  Mr.  Micliiels  zoon,  genaempt 
Jan  Seroeijen,  omme,  soo  wanneer  den  tijt  van  Niclaes 
Oroen  int  Collegie  theologiae  tot  Leijden  sal  zijn  gcex- 
piereert,  wesende  van  Kersmisse  cerstcomende  ende  een 
jaer,  in  zyune  plaetse  aldaer  te  werden  cestelt  :  en  ten 
aansien  van  de  goede  correspondentie,  die  den  voorszeiden 
Mr.  Michiel  Seroeijen  altliooa  met  den  Magistract  hceft 
gehouden,  den  dienst  by  hem  de  sUidt  gcdaen,  ende  dat 
zynnen  soon  alhijcr  cs  gebooren,  ende  is  faveur  van  den 
voorszeiden  heere  lieutenant  gouverneur  hem  tselve 
geaccordeert".  The  Alumnus  tlien  adopted  by  the  Muni- 
cipal Government  was,  no  doubt,  the  man  who,  in  1620, 
according  to  an  Act  of  tlie  Consistory  of  the  Reformed 
Community  of  Brielle  of  25  Septenilier  1620,  was  .Minister 
at  Schoonderwoerdt  in  the  Classis  of  Buyren,  and  whose 
name  is  given  tliere  as  Johannes  Seroyen.  The  Acts  of 
the  Consistory  of  9  January  1601  state  that :  "Nicolaus 
Seroyen,  the  brother  of  Mr.  Michiel,  English  Minister,  was 
again  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper."  A  note  of  1624  (in 
the  "Bodtboeck"  begun  1616,  p.  185  verso)  says  :  ".■\lsulc- 
ken  h^dven  huijs  ende  erve  als  Claes  Pietersze  timniernian 
voor  hem  selveu  ende  procuratie  hebbende  van  de  erltVte- 
namen  int  general  van  sijn  luiysvrouwe  vader  saliger  .Mr. 
Michel  Seroeije  ende  particuliere  procuratie  van  Thomas 
Seroeij  ende  voorts  in  aller  manieren  als  derffgeuamen  van 


den  voornoemden  Serroeij  tselve  lest  bcseten  ende  gepossi- 
deert  hebben."  It  appears  from  tliis  note  that  the 
Minister  was  then  dead,  and  that  Claes  Pietersze,  carpenter, 
was  his  son  in  law,  having  married  as  a  bachelor,  on  13 
Jan.  1608,  at  Brielle,  Jannetje  Seroyen,  spinster. 

In  tlie  "  Familieblad  "  of  Mr.  Vorsteman  van  Oyen,  for 
1890,  p.  79,  de  Jagcr  stated  that  in  1654Heurick  Teerlinck 
married  Jannetje  Seroien,  also  called  Serojenand  Seroeijen 
[H.  de  Jager,  Minister  at  Brielle]. 

231.  Franciscus  Becude,  born  in  1592.  In  1620  he 
conunenced  his  Ministry  in  the  Reformed  Community  of 
Marck  near  Calais,  a  diuigerous  service,  which  he  had  also 
to  ilischariic  at  Calais,  and  in  its  neighbourhood,  where  the 
exercise  of  the  Reformed  Religion  was  forbidden.  His 
Miuisti-y,  just  as  that  of  the  Communities  under  the  Cross 
in  Belgium,  was  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  four 
Zealand  Classes.  After  the  peace  of  1648  he  requested  to 
serve  in  Holland,  and  was  placed,  in  1649,  at  Old  and 
Nieuw  (iastel.  He  was  pensioned  in  1655.  He  married 
Jacquemine  Verbrugghe  of  Calais. 

342-  The  town  of  Monster,  in  the  Barony  of  Eorselen 
was  swallowed  up  by  the  .Scheldc  in  1532,  but  the  polder, 
after  having  been  again  embanked,  was  re-inhabited  in 
1618,  and  the  rising  village,  of  which  Dambrinus  seems 
to  have  been  the  first  Minister,  was  again  callcil  Munster, 
or  Munster  in  Borselen,  in  1627,  it  being  at  present  known 
as  Borselen.

After  a  partial  rehabilitation  he  endeavoured 
to  Vie  sent  as  Minister  to  Angola  in  Africa,  and  sollioited 
the  vote  and  pecuniary  support  of  the  Synode  of  South-

594.  Engelbert  (Engebert)  Ermarth  (or  Ehrmart) 
was  Minister  of  the  Netherlaudish,  afterwards  German, 
reformed  Community  at  Frauckfurt  on  the  Main  from 
1533  to  1640. 

639.  Isaac  Daesdonck  was  born  at  Gouda  in  1612, 
studied  at  Leiden  in  1632,  and  was,  for  some  time, 
Minister  to  the  Dutch  Embassy  at  Paris,  an<l,  in  1647, 
Minister  at  Scheveningcn,  in  which  capacity  he  iiuarrelled 
lor  a  long  time  with  the  Classis.  He  was  pensioned  in 
1679. 

654.  The  name  of  the  Elder  here  printed  as 
Deta/iiiquc  is  probably  to  be  read  as  Davhahjnc. 

654.  de  Beaumont,  called  himself  Jean  de  Bailleha- 
che  sieur  de  Beaumont.  He  had  married  Marie  Gondouin, 
who  died  at  Caen  in  16.52. 

654.     Jacques  Bridou  died  at  Caen  in  1667- 

654.     Sanmel  Bochart  died  at  Caen  in  1667. 

654.  Petrus  Le  Moyue,  or  Pierre  Le  Moigne,  was 
Apotliecary  at  Caen  and  had  married  Marie  de  la  Niepce.
